BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 


prices  received  for  American  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on 
Wednesday,  April  20,  show  a  slight  downward  tendency  compared  with  "those 
of  the  previous  week,  according  to  quotations  cabled  by  Mr.  Ed^in  Smith, 
the  department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.     Yellow  Newt owns  topped  the 
Market  in  both  barreled  and  boxed  stock,  A-2|-  inch  Virginia  fruit  in  good 
condition  ranging  from  $7.18  to  $8.52  per  barrel  as  against  $7.30  to  $8.64 
paid  for  fruit  in  fair  condition  last  week.    Extra  Fancy  stock,  sizes 
163/175  from  Oregon  brought  from  $3.65  to  $3.77  per  box  as  against  $3.53 
to  v3.89  per  box  last  week. 

Virginia  Yellow  Newtowns,  New  York  Baldwins  and  Washington  Winesaps 
were  in  moderate  supply,  but  only  light  supplies  of  Oregon  Yellow  Newt owns 
were  available.    The  demand  throughout  the  auction  was  moderate  to  good 
for  fruit  in  good  condition.    A  considerable  proportion  of  the  offerings 
were  in  variable  condition. 

Between  130,000  and  140,000  cases  of  Australian  apples  and  around 
43,000  cases  of  New  Zealand  apoles  are  scheduled  to  arrive  before  the  end 
of  the  month.
